John Hahn, of Bacon Run, went down to a watery grave in the forks 


of the Tuscfarawas and Walhonding river, half way 
between Coshocton 


and Roscoe, at fifteen minutes past four o'clock Wednesday evening.

Washington, March 21. — Under re- 


cent act of congress making appropri- 
ation* for the pott*! servtoi fiw- the

1, 1907. The highest r*ts, now paid 
under existing law is $720."

MAILBAG GONE. .

Paris, March 21.—An 
American 


mail bag, the contents of which a^e 
valued at approximately $400,000, has 
been stolen. The theft occurred either 
on board a steamer between New York 
and Havre or between Havre and 
Paris. The postal authorities have 
just placed the affair in the hands of 
detectives, although the theft occurred 
a fortnight ago. A cable inquiry to 
the New York postoffice brought con- 
firmation of the fact that the mail bag 
had been embarked at New York. The 
theft of the mail bag occurred on 
board the French line steamer La 
Provence, which left New York Feb. 
28 and arrived at Havre March 6. A 
man giving the name of Butloss was 
arrested here recently with American 
securities to the value of $42,000 in 
his possession. Butloss is believed to 
be an accomplice of the thieves.

able to the Ohio situation: 


"In general the present system of 


taxation does not meet the demands 
.made upon it. It is antiquated, hav- 
ing been adopted 50 years ago, and 
has not been revised to keep pace 
with modern conditions. 


"It is full of ine<3fualities which im- 


pose a handicap upon the growth of 
the state, a handicap which only the 
vigor and inexhaustible energy of our 
people can carry. 


"These inequalities twist and dis- 


tort our industries and prohibit a 
s> metrical development 
of our 
re- 


sources. They place an undue bur- 
den upon agriculture especially, the 
foundation of our wealth, the one in- 
dustrj which most fully exploits 
the 


great natural resources o£ the state. 


"Our chief tax, called a general 


property tax. has in fact become a 
real estate tax. Only from 15 per cent 
to 18 per cent of the entire taxes are 
leview on personal property. 


"Monies and credits escape taxation 


almost entirely. Our laws in regard 
to the taxation of this/class of prop- 
erty are full of absurdities and utter- 
ly unenforcible 
It is unwiso to re- 


tsm these provisions on the statute 
books. 


"The piesent system takes the rev- 


enue derivable by taxation from large 
general organizations, like the 
rail- 


roads, which revenue belongs by right 
to the people of the state at large, 
and distributes 
It most inequitably 


among the local divisions of the state 
which have no 
proper claim to It 


"•iiatsocver.

And a Deal of Trouble to Get Patent*

Washington. March 21.—In the Her- 


mann trial here, A. D. Pueter, who 
gave his residence as the Multonomah 
county jail, Oregon, where he has 
served six months of a two j ears' 
sentence for land frauds, was a wit- 
aess for the government. Mr. Pueter 
save with much startling directness 
the full details of the difficulties and 
cost which had attended his efforts to 
obtain patents to 12 homesteads in the 
Cascade forest, now known as the 
"Eleven Seven" frauds in Oregon.

ester, by giving Ormsby's son $300.

Washington.Pueter learned that bome- 
thmg was wrong, and as he knew Mr.

knew Mitchell, but asked Mays to 
write a "strong" letter and Indicate 
to the senator that Pueter would pay 
him well to fix things up for him. He 
presented the letter to the senator on 
his arrival and also called on Mr Her- 
mann. Mr. Hermann told him that his 
matters were being looked into, and 
indicated that things might he going 
along all right. Pueter told of con- 
ferences he had with Hermann and 
Mitchell. On one occasion, he said, he 
gave Mitchell two $1,000 bills to get 
out the patents. "Witness said that 
before the patents were "issued he had 
spent between $7,000 and $8,000.
